The following Act of the Ajmer Legislative Assembly received 
the assent of the President on the 2nd December, 1954 and is 
hereby published for general information; — 

THE AJMER STATE CONTINGENCY FUND ACT, 1954 
Act No. IX of 1954 

An Act to provide, in pursuance of section 39A of the Government 
of Part ‘C’ States Act, 1951, for the establishment of a Contin~ 
gency Fund for the State of Ajmer. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Ajmer 
in the Fifth Year of the Republic of India as follows: — 

1. Short title.—This Act may be called the Ajmer State Contin¬ 
gency Fund Act, 1954. 

2. Interpretation. —The General Clauses Act, 1897 (X of 1897) 
applies for the interpretation-of this Act as it applies for the inter¬ 
pretation of a Central Act. 

3. Establishment of a Contingency Fund for the State of 
Ajmer.— A Contingency Fund in the nature of an imprest entitled 
the Contingency Fund of the State of Ajmer is hereby established 
into which shall be paid from and out of the Consolidated Fund of 
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the State a sum of ten lakhs of rupees in the first instance, and 
thereafter, there shall be paid into it such sums as may, from time 
to time, be determined by law made by the Legislative Assembly 
of the State: ; 

Provided that the total amount in the Contingency Fund at any 
time shall not exceed ten lakhs of rupees.
